"OWNEY." 


The Noted Canine Traveler Pays a 
Visit to Maysvi.lt- 


And Has Sis Photo Taken Some- 
thing About a Most Remarka- 
ble Dog. 


"Owney" visited Maysviile Sunday. 

He came In over the Kentucky Central 
division of the L. and N late Saturday 
nignt. He didn't have a ticket or a (ree 
pass.but that wasn't necessary as"Owney" 
is an honored Kuest In all railway mail 
coacbes. Mail clerk M. H, Owen saw 
that he came through all o. k. Saturday 
evening from Cincinnati. 

"Owney" was a guest at tbe postolhce 
and hi? dogship was most hospitably 
treated. He received many visits and 
whenever he started out (or a Btroll with 
Charlie Davis lie was the observed of ob- 
servers. 

"Owney" breakfasted with Charley 
Davis, dined with Albert Huff, bad his 
photo taken by Brosee, was presented 
with a medal by Ballenger, the jeweler, 
and then took hia departnre on tbe C. 
and O.'s westbound P. P. V. for Cincin- 
nati. 

"Owney" is the most noted canine 
traveler in the world. He is an over- 
grown, shaggy-looking terrier of the 
Scotch-Irish breed. He has been pretty 
much all over the United States, has vis- 
ited Canada, and it is said has made one 
trip to Europe. The postal clerks 
lb rung I unit the land are his special guar- 
dians and guides. Very few of them there 
are who have not heard of "Owney,'" 

"Owney" first made his appearance in 
postal circles at the Albany (X. Y.) post- 
ofhee one cold day in January eight years 
:t.'M. lie was theu, to all appearances, a 
homeless canine, friendless and alone. 
He had entered the posloffice rotunda, 
and spying an open door out of which 
Moated delightfully warm air, he dropped 
in, ami found a snug, warm bed upon a 
larae heap of mail sacks. There a clerk 
e-pied him. The first thought was to 
1 1 rive the dog out, but having seen a 
twinkle of the bright, shaggy eyes and an 
appealing look for sympathy and friend- 
ship, the clerk relented, anil straightway 
fed the dot* from his lunch basket. That 
was a memorable day for "Owney." One 
of the railway mail clerks registering out, 
espied "Owney," and induced the Albany 
clerk to let him take the dog out on the 
road with him. This was the beginning 
of the dog's career as a traveler. From 
that cold winter day eight years ago, 
when tbe clerk in the Albany postofllce 
befriended him, "Owney" has been ten 
derly cared for by the postal men a( the 
U&ited StAtea up to tbe present time, 
mi. I will doubtless '*e watched over until 
his death. 

Hie first trip to the Pacific Coast was 
made four years ago. That time be re- 
turned by way of Test us* and Mexico. He 
then had on a plain dog collar, which on 
that trip was fairly loaded down with 
medals, checks and tags, bearing inscrip- 
tions from railway, mail and postal otii- 
ciale along the route. When be came 
out of Mexico a bright new Mexican sil- 
ver dollar had been added to hia collec- 
tion. On this trip he returned by way of 
Washington, and naturally lie visited 
the Postal Department ol the Govern- 
ment, paying a visit to Postmaster-tien- 
eral John Wanamaker. With au eye to 
tbe Improvement of the service, Mr. 
Wanamaker had a hameas made for 
Owney, so that he might carry hia troph- 
ies about with greater ease than when at- 
tached to a dog collar. His first harness 
now rest h in a cabinet at the Albany post- 
office, along with several strings of troph- 
ies gathered in the first year of his trav- 
els. 

Owney has attended many of the great 
gatherings of note in the country. He 
was in New Orleans at the time of the 
Corhett -Sullivan fight, and he has a Cor- 
bett medal to commemorate that event. 
Hia history has often been written, and 
in Marshall Cuahing'a " History of the 
United States Postal Service," Owney 
gets two pages. 

Medala and tags attached to hia collar 
and suit of leather harness bearing datea 
indicate hia routes of travel. Owney haa 
traveled ao extensively and haa been the 
recipient of ao many favora that he could 
not begin to carry about with him all the 
medala and tags he has received, so a box 
has been eapecially made for him to con 
tain them all, and wherever he uoea this 
box accompanies him. Among other 
things he now carries a mouev-bag con 
taining coins, thimble, snoona and hut 
tona. The Maysviile letter-carriers pre- 
sented him with a gold medal yeatorday. 
Here are some of the inscriptions on the 
medals and tags he now curries
